Cook county generally—eand County Treas- 
urer John R. Thompson particularly—was 
plunged into the midst of « serious labor 
battle yesterday afterudon when the treas- 
urer’s force of clerks—about 200 in number— 
walked out and refused to do extra work at 
the present wage scale: It was a novelty: 
cou employés on strike. 

Technically, all of the men now are on 
strike. Because of a peculiar combination of 
circumstances, however, the men will con- 
tinue to do their regular work today and to- 
morrow pending a settlement, while the 
bulk of the work of the office, that which re- 
lates to tax collections, will pile up. 

The trouble involves an increase of $1 « 
day for men working three hours overtine— 
an amount which the county commissioners 
told the men the county couldn't afford to 
pay. When the cris learned that these 
same commissioners had voted themselves 


president will veto this—they decided they 
would take the matter of collecting their $1 
increase in their own hands. The strike is 


the result. 
Tax Bills Piling Up. 

This is the busiest season of the year for 
the treasurer, as tax bille and tax books are 
in the course of preparation and must be 
completed before April 1. In order to do this 
it ie necessary to work the entire offiée staff 
at least three hours overtime each day. The 
men have been paid $2 a day for thie work, 
but they want §3, as is being paid by the city 
for the same work.

The work is piling up and 
we must have men working overtime on the 
books. If you refuse to do it we will have to 
get somebody else to do the work.“ 

So that was the end of the conference. The 
men returned to their desks on the first floor

work until closing hour in the afternoon, and 
then walked out.

CRIME “A POLITICAL ONE.” 
Much Discussed Prisoner in Chi- 

cago Will Be Released When 

Needed Papers Come. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 28.—[Specia!.]— 


The state department has decided to withold 
from Russia a warrant of surrender in the : 


case of Christian Rudowits, Whose i- 
tion on a charge of having committed mur- 
der in Russia in 1000 hase been sought by 
that country. 

An order for the release of Rudowits went 
forward to the United States marshal at Chi- 
cago this afternoon | 

Secretary Root, as practically his last offi- 
cla! diplomatic act, decreed that 4 
which Rudowits was charged with having 
committed in Russia was a political . 
and therefore under the terme of treaty 
in effect between the Uni States and Rus- 
sia since 1898, he wae not ditable. 

Nothing but the decision was given out. 
Secretary Root made announcement that 


an investigation of all the testimony in the 


Rud@owitz case had convinced the department 
that no warrant of surrender could issue. 
Rudowits is therefore a free man., and after 
the order for his release reaches Chicago, he 


can go where he — g 
Rudowits was e ged with having been 


a member of a band of sixteen Russians 
which in 1906 put to death 4 man named 
Leschensky, his wife, and their married 
daughter, whose name wae Kinze. 

According to testimony, subsequently 
brought out in Russia's attempt to have 
Rudowits returned to his native land for 
trial, the Leechenskys had been pronounced 
spies by the Socialist Democratic Labor party 
of Russia, and the decree had gone down 
through several branches of that society 
that they should be put to death and their. 
property burned. 

. Murderers Scattered. 

The sixteen perpetrators of the crime seat- 
tered in different directions. Some were cap- 
turned and executed. Rudowits escaped to 
the United States. : 

When he was apprehended ip Chicago by 
agents of Russia he was taken before United 
States Commissioner Mark A. Foote and 
given a trial, The decision of the commis- 
sioner was that he should be extradited. 

As a matter of due course the state depart- 
ment was called upon for a warrant of sur- 
render, which application really had the 
effect of an appeal. The entire budget of tes- 
timony was forwarded to Washington, and 
it has been in the hands of the state depart- 
ment officials for many weeks. 

While the actual guilt of Rudowitz in con- 
nection with the murder could not be clearly 
ascertained from the testimony, it was ap- 
parent to the department that even if he had 
participated in the crime the United States 
might withhold extredition papers under 
the terms of the treaty with Russia, for it 
was clearly shown that the execution of the 
Leschenskys was the decree of the Socialist 

c party of Russie, it having been 
determined by that political. organization 
that the family in question had been carry- 
ing damaging information concerning them 
to the imperial government. W 

Upon deciding that the crime with which 
Rudowitz was charged wae an act of violence 
of political character and with a, political ob- 
ject th view. Secretary Root determined that 
the treaty of 1898 with Russia fully qovers 
the case in such a manner as to justify the 
hited States in harboring him. 


RUDOWITZ WISHES WORK.

Of that 
few have any doubt. No other practica- 
ble solution of the transportation prod- 
lems seems available. The subway will 
no? carry perfection with it. Experience 
is quite likely to bring out faults not at 
first observable. Chicago, however, will 
not engage in subway building blindly. 
It will have for its guidance the valuable 
results of inquiry into the actual workings 
of such systems in New York and Boston. 
As a consequence it ought to save many 
thousands of dollars otherwise possibly 
spent unwisely. | 

The report of a special consulting en- 
gineer who has been studying the New 
York subway has been published. It gives 
praise to those who hate bad a part in 
the designing, building,. and operating of: 
the system. It mentions specific faults.’

Founded im the fourteenth century, they 
were in medieval times a semi-military and 
semi-religtous foundation, composed of 
knights who, having no wives or families, 
and being incapacitated by wounds sus 
tained in battle from further military serv- 
ice, were furnished with ‘lodgings in the 
castle precincts and with a mall pension 
for their maintenance, in return for which 
they were required to attend divine service 


every day, to pray for the welfare of the 
monarch 


and of the reigning fanilly, and 
Mkewise to figure as a species of bodyguard 
of the sovereign on state occasions. In the 
reign of George III. a number of old naval 
officers were added and the entire foundation 
wae officially known as The Military and 
Naval Poor Knights of Windsor.“ By that 
time they had ceased to be knights in the 
strict sense of the word. They were merely 
untitled, inwalided officers, and a number 
of houses were built for them within the 


castle precincts. 
— 


King Edward, on his accession to the 
throne, found that abused hed crept into 
this, as into many other analogous institu- 
tions, that many of the officers were men of 
means, and that the residences which they 
occupied within the castle precincts were 
part of the time not merely lent but some- 
times even let in return for cash to persone

In the public schools the deaf puplis can- 
not properly be educated, so they go to Jack- 
sonville, where the teachers know how to 
teach them. Doubtiess it is an institution of 
learning. 

The state school closes for the summer va- 
cation just as the public schoolg do. The legis- 
latures of several states have already claseed 
the school for the deaf as an educational in- 
stitution and more recognition in this way 
will follow. Will this great state do the 
same? It should be under the state board 
of control of educational institutions. In 
evidence is the following from Gov. 
Buchtel's message to the Colorado legis- 
lature: 

1 The Colorado School for the Deaf and 
lind is an educational institution. The in- 
stitution was founded to furnish education 
and training for two defective classes of 
chilé@ren who cannot be provided for in the 
ordinary public schools. They are not de- 
fective or delinquent in morals. Usually 
these deaf and blind children are children of 
the finest moral fiber. But it is an educa- 
tional institution and not a penal or re- 
tormatory institution. I wish it were pos- 
sible for you to make some classification 
which would locate this Institution definitely 
with the educational imstitutions of the 
state.

Prevention of Street Dust. 
Columbus, O., Jan. 25.—{ Editor of The Trib- 
une. Frequent complaints are made about 
the street dust and the menace to health, aug- 


/mented by careless street sweeping. I think 


much or most of thie dust raising by city 
street sweepers could be prevented easily. 

It is, of course, not practicable to have 
streets flushed or sprinkled several times a 
Gay, but tube or barrels of galvanized iron 
might be placed at convenient places within 
the section cleaned by each street sweeper. 
These barrels be filled from water 
wagons with water, in which the sweeper 
could dip his broom from time to time and 
keep it wet, so that when he began sweeping 
little dust would rise. It is the dry broom 
that raises the big dust. 

Street sweepers could be instructed to keep 
the broom well soaked and wet before using, 
and repeat wetting often. Their own com- 


.fort would be enhanced by this simple plan. 


It would prevent most of the dust raising 
from sweeping, as now done wit hdry brooms.

Three principal railroads reported 810 cars of live 
stock in sight for Wednesday’s trade. This number 
stood much lighter than that estimated a week ago 
and led to expectations of smaller supplies of al) 
kinds, with prospects that the receipts of cattle 
would show the sharpest decrease from last 
Wednesday's arrivals. . ‘ 

Receipts of cattle at Chicago for two days stood 
17,000 head lighter than the arrivals for the same 
period a week ago. Supplies at six principal west- 
ern points for the corresponding time showed a de- 
crease of 22.000 head and totaled 59,000 head 
against 69,000 a year ago. 

Shippers were credited with purchases of only 
8,500 hogs. Of thie number the Jacob Dold Pack- 
ing company bought seventeen double deck loads 
for shipment to Buffalo, paying up to $6.60 for 
prime butchers, and filling most of the orders 
with choice 200@250 Iba offerings. 

Armour & Co. made up a drove of 4.500 hogs. 
while Swift & Co. bought 4,300. The Anglo 
American company and Boyd-Lunham were out of 
the market. 

Receipts of hogs at eleven markets were only 5,000 
lighter than a week ago. which ledmany traders to 
look for about 40,000 hogs for the Wednesday trade 
here.
